a. Overwhelm NVN's repair and replacement capacity? 

b. Significantly reduce the amount of military and civilian 
manpower that NVN could mobilize? For support of the war 

in SVN? For internal, domestic needs? 

c. Set a comparatively low ceiling on the amount of manpower 
©nd materiel that could be transported to SVN? 
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d. Effectively reduce the importation of essential military 
and civilian materiel and supplies from Communist Bloe and 
other countries? 

e. Significantly reduce NVN's capability to recruit and train 
key military cadres? 

f. Significantly reduce NVN ! b military command and control 
capabilities?
